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ECRETARY DANIELS AND OIL. 

Secretary Daniels is the leader of the 
opposition to the proposed Congressional re- 
lief to the oil operators of California and 
Wyoming lands affected by the Presidential 
withdrawal orders. He says that the opera- 
tors, if allowed to acquire title to the land 
which they have developed and proved the 
value of, will do business in such a way as 
to rive the navy of a proper fuel supply. 

8 Daniels is badly confused in 
thought. The increased production of ofl is 
not going to burt the navy. On the contrary, 
@ larger output should mean lower, not high- 
er, prices for such ofl as the navy uses. 
Does the Secretary really imagine that the 
government can operate oll wells and pro- 
duce oil more cheaply than private capital? 
Should it succeed in doing so it would be to 
reverse the whole experience of mankind 
with governmental enterprises. Here and 
there, under very exceptional circumstances, 
with an executive of unusual ability, a gov- 
ernment has succeeded fairly well with a 
business proposition, but it is not the rule. 
Certainly it has never been the case when 
pork barrel Congressmen have had anything 
to do with the management. 

To make a success of producing {ts own 
fuel ofl, the navy would have not only to 
assume all the burden and expense of drill- 
ing wells, with the attendant risk of failure, 
but also the construction of a refinery to get 
ofl of proper quality for marine use and to 
extract the full content of valuable by- 
products contained in the oll that are abso- 
lutely wasted when the oil is used as fuel 


in its crude state. The building of a railway 


is costly, as is ité operation. a 

The disposal and transportation of the 
products of such a refinery will be expen- 
sive. If they be sold in the market, they 
come into direct competition with private 
enterprise, and the government must cut 
rates, make sharp bargains with consumers, 
transporters and marketers just as do the 
Standard and all private companies. The 
effect upon invested capital would probably 
be most serious. On the other hand, if the 
produéts be all consumed by the navy or 
other departments of the government—as 
probably they could be—the government 
must either bar all private companies from 


any share in its business ard accept what- 


ever difference there may be between mar- 
ket prices and the cost of oil produced un- 
der the unbusinesslike methods that experi- 
ence has shown to be universally employed

competition with private companies, if any 
could be found to bid under such a handi- 


cap.

Competition in any business is apt to be- 
get consolidation, and when consolidation 
results in an oppressive monopoly it can, so 
far as railroad monopoly is concerned, be 
checked by law, such as a commission to 
fix rates. Buta consolidation of owners of 
ships to overcharge the public may be brok- 
en into by any tramp steamer. | 
The law of supply and demand has always 
governed and always will govern the rate 
of charges for ocean transportation. At 
present the demand for ocean-carriage is in 
excess of the supply of ships, and freight 
rates between ocean ports are accordingly 
high.

the searchlight, Secretary Daniels 
has found it advisable to run to 
cover. In a statement to President 
Wilson le now says that “inasmuch, 
however, as Admiral Fiske stated 
that he did show it to me before it 
was filed, I, of 
statement.” 

But the Secretary insists that he 
has no recollection of the incident, 
and the President now tries to close 
the painful discussion by telling the 
American Defense Society that since 
the “difference is merely one of 
recollection of an incident, the mat- 
ter does not seem to me to call for 
any comment.”

mendation whatsoever. The Presi- 
dent, Secretary Daniels and Mr.
